RE:  SUPPORT FOR SCHOOL BUS SAFETY CAMERA LEGISLATION 
 
WHEREAS, parents entrust our schools with the safety of the children, and 
 
WHEREAS, this includes the children to be delivered to and from the school safely, and 
 
WHEREAS, there are thousands of dangerous and deadly illegal school bus passing incidents each year, 
50,000 NEW YORK STATE DRIVERS ILLEGALLY PASS SCHOOL BUSES ANNUALLY, and 
 
WHEREAS, stop-arm cameras are available to for the school buses and activate when the bus is stopped, 
and can be implemented without cost to taxpayers

6. (B)  RESOLUTION # 10, 2019 
 
CONCERNING A PROPOSED ACTION TO SELECT GOOD ENERGY, L.P. TO ACT AS COMMUNITY CHOICE  
   AGGREGATION PROGRAM ADMINISTRATOR 
 
WHEREAS, the city of Lackawanna desires to find ways to reduce electricity and/or natural gas costs for 
residential and commercial customers throughout the city of Lackawanna; and 
 
WHEREAS, the city of Lackawanna desires to adopt and approve through local law a Community Choice 
Aggregation Program; and 
 
WHEREAS, the city of Lackawanna has been approached by Good Energy, L.P. regarding the possibility of 
Good Energy, L.P. acting as Administrator of the city of Lackawanna Community Choice Aggregation 
Program; and 
 
WHEREAS, the mayor and the city council of the city of Lackawanna has determined that Good Energy, L.P. 
is qualified to act as Administrator of the city of Lackawanna’s Community Choice Aggregation Program; 
and 
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WHEREAS, the city of Lackawanna desires to work with Good Energy, L.P. to take any and all steps 
necessary and required by the New York State Law and policies, programs and orders of State 
administrative agencies to evaluate, negotiate and contract for the implementation of the Community 
Choice Aggregation Program if the city of Lackawanna determines the same to be in the best interests of 
the city of Lackawanna. 
 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the city of Lackawanna resolved as follows: 
 
1.  That the mayor and the city council finds that the exploration of the potential use of Community Choice 
     Aggregation in the city of Lackawanna is in the best interest of residential and commercial electricity and 
    natural gas customers within the city of Lackawanna. 
 
2.  The mayor and the city council hereby approves Good energy, L.P. to act as Community Choice  
     Aggregation Program Administrator and authorizes the necessary city of Lackawanna officials to work 
     with Good Energy, L.P. to conduct preliminary analyses, design programs, and procure electricity and 
     natural gas service from an energy service company, as well as to take any and all steps necessary and 
     required by the New York State Law and policies, programs and orders of State administrative agencies, 
     including but not limited to conducting an RFP to select an energy provider, and to negotiate and enter 
     into any such agreements including power purchase agreements to facilitate the implementation of the 
    city of Lackawanna Community Choice Aggregation Program if the city of Lackawanna determines the   
    same to be in the best interests of the city of Lackawanna electric and natural gas customers. 
 
3.  The council president, and/or members of the city council, as appropriate or as otherwise required by 
     law, are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to execute and deliver such documents and take  
     all such action on behalf of the city of Lackawanna as may be deemed necessary, appropriate or 
     advisable to carry out the intent or purposes of the foregoing resolutions. 
 
4.  The execution, delivery and performance by the mayor, and/or the member of the city council, as 
     appropriate or as otherwise required by law, for and on behalf of the city of Lackawanna, of all such 
     further instruments and documents required in connection with the implementation of a Community 
     Choice Aggregation Program, each in form and substance approved by the mayor and council president, 
     and/or the members of the Lackawanna city council, as appropriate or as otherwise required by law,  
     his or her signature thereon being conclusive evidence of such approval, are hereby in all respects 
     approved, adopted and authorized by and on behalf of the city of Lackawanna. 
 
5.  The foregoing resolutions shall remain in full force and effect until a copy of a subsequent resolution 
     revoking or amending them, duly certified by the proper officers of the Board, shall be made by the 
     Board. 
 
6.  This resolution shall be effective immediately.

First we would like to thank you for the opportunity to review our request.  We at Lackawanna Sports Club 
Inc. would like to request that we have access to Victory Park, Franklin Park and Veterans Memorial 
Stadium for our LA Sports Club Flag Football Showcase league we planned on having for the summer of 
2019. 
We will be partnering with NFLFlag program to make this event happen.  Starting May 14th, 2019 until July 
26th, 2019.  We will be conducting skills and drills practices at Franklin an Victory Park 1 day during the 
week on Tuesday and Thursday depending on coaches availability and distance from home, from the times 
of 530pm-730pm.  We would like to have our games at Veterans Memorial Stadium every Friday night from 
630pm-930pm.
